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Spring  Carnival  comes  back  to  campus

Last  Friday.  University  Day 
v>  as  celebrated  with  the  return  of 
a  lost  tradition.  For  the  first  time 
since  1985,  Spring  Carnival 
returned  to  North  Campus. 

Over  2.000  students  walked, 
laughed,  and  cheered  beneath 
threatening  skies  as  fortune 
tellers,  jugglers,  mimes,  and 
clowns  performed  their  schticks. 
More  than  ten  organizations  on 
campus  sold  such  wares  as 
balloons,  back  rubs,  pizza, 
steaks,  photos,  fried  dough,  and 
even  obnoxious  noises  while 
WJUL  slammed  out  tunes  during 
their  live,  full-color  coverage  of 
the  Camy. 

“It  was  a  very  successful 
event.”  stated  Student  Activities 
Director  Mary  Connelly.  “The 
A.C.  put  in  a  great  effort  and  it 
showed.” 

$34,000  was  the  cost  of  the 
Camy’s  success.  This  price  tag 
included  such  tid  bits  as  in¬ 
surance.  rented  police,  the  bands, 
and  carnival  rides. 

ConneQy  is  confident  Spring 
Carnival  will  return  next  year. 

This  was  out  always  the  case.. 
In  1985.  39  alcohol-related  ar¬ 
rests  look  place  the  night  before 
the  Carnival.  There  were  at  least 
15  arrests  made  during  the  Car¬ 
nival  itself.  Police  reported  that 
students,  who  were  told  before 
the  event  that  it  would  be  “dry,”

Debbie  doesn’t  do  colleges  now 


UMass  communist  pres, 
of  Stud.  Gov’t,  ousted 


(CPS)Conservative  students 
succeeded  in  ousting  a  communist 
as  copresident  of  the  University 
of  Massachusetts’  student 
government. 

On  April  13,  the  student 
Supreme  Court  pushed 
copresidents  Jason  Rabinowitz,  a 
member  of  the  Young  Com¬ 
munist  League,  and  copresident 
Shari  Silkoff  —  who  doesn’t 
belong  to  the  group  —  out  of 
office. 

Student  Attorney  General 
William  Collins  had  argued  the 
student  constitution  does  not 
allow  for  more  than  one 
president. 

The  court  called  for  a  new 
presidential  election,  which  will 
be  held  pending  further  appeal 
from  Silkoff  and  Rabinowitz. 

Student  Attorney  General 


William  Collins  had  asked  the 
student  court  to  invalidate  the 
election  because  the  school’s  con¬ 
stitution  does  not  allow  for 
copresident,  although 

copresidents  have  held  the  office 
in  the  past. 

Almost  as  soon  as  Rabinowitz, 
20,  and  Silkoff.  also  20,  won  67 
percent  of  the  2500  votes  cast  in 
the  March  15  campus  wide  elec¬ 
tion,  conservative  members  of  the 
student  government  began  a 
filibuster  to  keep  the  election 
from  being  ratified. 

Collins  maintained 

Rabinowitz’s  politics  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  effort  to  keep  him 
from  office. 

Rabinowitz  disagreed.  “He’s 
more  interested  in  petty  politics 
than  the  well-being  of  the  whole

(CPS)  —  It  was  a  scene  repeated 
on  hundreds  of  campuses: 

University  of  Missouri  at  Col¬ 
umbia  students  picketed  the  cam¬ 
pus  showing  of  a  pom  movie  — 
in  this  case  “The  Opening  of 
Misty  Beethoven”  —  one  night  in 
early  April,  and  then  retired  to  a 
nearby  auditorium  for  a  heated 
debate  between  Gloria  Leonard 
—  publisher  of  “High  Society” 
magazine  —  and  Delores  Alex¬ 
ander,  founder  of  Women 
Against  Pornography. 

The  big  news,  however,  is  that 
the  scene  hasn't  been  repeated  on 
very’  many  campuses  during  the 
1987-88  school  year. 

,In  short,  pom  films  are  becom¬ 
ing  scarcer  on  U.S.  campuses. 
Observers  think  it’s  because  of 
increasing  competition  from 
videotaped  sex  movies,  a  creep¬ 
ing  fear  of  controversy,  changing 
student  tastes  and  maybe  even 
raised  student  conciousness. 


The  scarcity,  asserts  National 
Organization  of  Women’s 
spokeswoman  Junior  Bridge,  is 
“due  to  all  the  work  done  over 
the  years  by  all  organizations  in 
the  women’s  movement  to  point 
out  where  the  fun  ends  and  the 
harm  begins.” 

Other  attribute  it  to  money. 

“We  pick  the  films  that  will 
bring  the  most  attendance,”  said 
Deborah  Sacarakis  of  Lehigh 
University  in  Pennsylvania, 
which  last  screened  a  dirty  movie 
—  “The  Story  of  O”  —  in  1979, 
“and  those  are  violent  films  like 
‘Robocop.’  ” 

At  Arizona  State  University, 
the  most  successful  campus 
moneymakers  this  year  have  been 
“The  Gods  Must  Be  Crazy,” 
“La  Bamba,”  “Dim  Sum”  and 
“Attack  of  the  Killer  Tomatoes,” 
reported  activities  advisor 
Rosalyn  Munk. 

Nationwide,  the  most  popular 
movie  rentals  at  colleges  have 


been  “River’s  Edge,”  “My  Life 
As  A  Dog,”  “Koyaanisgatsi” 
and  “She’s  Gotta  Have  It,”  said 
Amy  Heller  of  New  Yorker 
Films,  which  distributes  second- 
run  films. 

It’s  a  far  cry  from  the  con¬ 
troversy  and  anger  that  attended 
movies  like  “Wanda  Whips  Wall 
Street,”  “Debbie  Does  Dallas,” 
“Deep  Throat”  and  blue  movie 
festivals  at  the  universities  of 
Chicago  and  Tennessee,  at  Loui¬ 
siana  State  and  California  In¬ 
stitute  of  Technology,  at  DePaul 
and  literally  hundreds  of  other 
schools  during  the  early  eighties. 

The  trend  away  from  dirty 
movies  on  campus,  in  fact,  seem¬ 
ed  to  start  during  the  1986-87 
school  year  when  “Hail  Mary” 
—  a  serious  French  film  that  tried 
to  update  the  story  of  the  Virgin 
Mary  —  provoked  Catholic  pro¬ 
tests  at  the  universities  of

Students  protest  booze  bans  at  4 


(CPS)  —  In  the  midst  of  what  has 
been  the  most  political,  confron¬ 
tational  spring  on  U.S.  campuses 
in  years,  students  at  Colorado 
State  University,  the  unversities 
of  Massachusetts  and  Oregon, 
and  Cornell  College  in  Iowa 
vociferously  protested  new 
crackdowns  on  student  drinking. 

University  of  Massachusetts 
students  —  who  have  turned  the 
Amherst  campus  into  perhaps  the 
most  politically  active  in  the  land 
with  big  protests  against  Central 
Intelligence  Agency  recruiting, 
apartheid  and  racism  in  recent 
months,  held  their  biggest  gather¬ 
ing  of  the  year  April  13  to  object 
to  a  new  ban  on  alcohol  at  out¬ 
door  events. 

Nearly  1,000  UMass  students 
rallied,  making  it  the  largest 
demonstration  of  the  year  at  the 
campus,  university  spokeswoman 
Jeanne  Hopkins  said. 

Less  vehemently,  several  Col¬ 
orado  State  fraternity  members 
complained  to  the  Fort  Collins, 
Co.,  city  council  April  20  that 
local  police  —  hoping  to  prevent

were  caught  throwing  alcohol 
over  the  fence  and  following  in 
after  it.  It  was  felt  that  there 
would  be  no  more  Spring  Car¬ 
nivals. 

In  an  article  in  the  Connector. 
Dean  King  stated.  “I  have  a  ques¬ 
tion  in  my  mind  whether  there 
wiD  be  another  Spring  Carnival." 

The  following  year  Spring  Car¬ 
nival  was  not  cancelled,  but  mov¬ 
ed  to  Kingston.  NH.  Dean  King 
was  pleased  with  the  results,  but 
the  student  population  wasn't. 
Ken  Beausoleil,  an  English  ma¬ 
jor,  recounted  to  the  Connector 
his  feelings  of  the  event,  “The 
Fools  were  excellent,  but  [the 
Carnival]  had  nothing  to  offer. 
The  Fairground  was  in  rough 
condition.  It  was  a  dust  bowl.’’ 

Last  year  the  Carnival  was 
scrapped  completely.  In  its  place 
was  the  Squeeze  Spring  Concert 
which  attracted  3500. □ 


another  alcohol-fueled  riot  like 
last  April’s  “College  Daze" 
spring  street  party  —  have  used 
excessive  force  in  halting  student 
drinking  parties  recently. 

Similarly,  University  of 
Oregon  officials  derailed  a  beer 
blowout  April  18  by  immediate¬ 
ly  banning  beer  kegs  at  fraterni¬ 
ty  and  sorority  parties. 

Advance  word  of  a  proposed 
ban  on  alcohol,  Oregon  vice 
president  for  Student  Affairs 
Gerard  Moseley  said,  prompted 
some  student  talk  about  “closing 
the  street...  for  one  last  big  par¬ 
ty,"  but  the  event  never  gelled. 

Campus  administrators  are  try¬ 
ing  to  discourage  student  drink¬ 
ing  in  other  ways,  too. 

At  the  University  of  Maine  at 
Orono,  Prof.  George  Narkowsky 
has  proposed  draining  drinking 
references  from  the  school  song. 


which  encourages  singers  to  “fill 
your  steins  to  dear  old  Maine... 
drink  a  toast  once  again." 

“I  respect  your  right  to  go 
drink  your  brains  out.  But  the 
university  shouldn’t  encourage 
it,"  Narkowsky  explained.  He 
would  like  to  forget  the  toast,  and 
replace  references  to  “Maine 
men"  with  “Maine  grads." 

An  as-yet  unnamed  committee 
will  soon  consider  Narkowsky ’s 
suggestions  but  there  are  strong 
feeling  on  both  sides  of  the  issue. 

Noting  singer  Rudy  Vallee 
made  “The  Maine  Stein  Song" 
a  hit  during  the  1930’s,  student 
Tom  Caulfield  noted,  “it’s  the 
only  school  fight  song  ever  to 
make  the  Top  40."  He  called  the 
proposal  “stupid’. 

At  Massachusetts,  student  pro¬ 
testers  chanted  “Give  beer  a 


campuses 

chance"  and  “Joe’s  gotta  go" 
while  carrying  beer  cans  to  pro¬ 
test  Chancellor  Joseph  Duffey’s 
decision  to  ban  alcohol.  Hopkins 
said  the  demonstration  was  order¬ 
ly,  but  probably  wouldn’t  change 
Duffey’s  mind  about  the  ban. 

The  ban  at  Oregon  prohibits 
bulk  beer  purchases,  defined  as 
ones  made  by  3  or  more  students 
who  pool  their  money  to  buy 
alcoholic  beverages.  Mosely  said 
the  school  has  asked  greek  houses 
to  not  serve  alcohol  to  students 
under  age  21,  but  those  efforts 
have  not  worked. 

At  Cornell  College,  officials 
banned  alcohol  from  Alumni 
Gym  for  an  indefinite  period  in 
resonse  to  reports  that  33  minors 
tried  to  buy  beer  at  alumni  par¬ 
ties  March  11  and  12.

student  government." 

At  the  same  time,  student 
government  battles  erupted  at  the 
University  of  New  Mexico, 
where  student  President  Lillian 
Montoya  first  fired  student  At¬ 
torney  General  Jon  Price  for  im¬ 
properly  ruling  campuswide 
March  30  elections  invalid,  and 
then  prompted  the  whole  Election 
Commission  to  resign  when  she 
prodded  it  to  hold  a  second 
election. 

Election  commission  members, 
however,  said  they  wouldn’t  call 
a  second  election  because  the  first 
one  never  was  formally  in¬ 
validated. 

The  University  of  Alabama  stu¬ 
dent  court,  meanwhile,  last  week 
held  hearings  to  determine  if  it 
should  “try"  16  students  accus¬ 
ed  of  voting  more  than  once  in  the 
school’s  March  elections,  and 
perhaps  swinging  the  election  in 
favor  of  a  certain  candidate. 

University  of  Colorado  College 
Republicans,  moreover,  blasted 
the  student  Cultural  Events  Board 
for  loading  the  mid-March  Inter¬ 
national  Women’s  Week  program 
with  “leftist"  speakers,  and  ask¬ 
ed  CU’s  regents  to  monitor  the 
board’s  “political  balance. ’’□

Oklahoma  (twice),  Kansas, 
North  Dakota  and  Nebraska, 
among  other  schools,  to  become 
the  year’s  most  censured  film. 

No  one  is  sure  why  campus 
tastes  seem  to  be  changing. 

“I  don’t  know  what  the  general 
student  taste  is  governed  by," 
Lehigh’s  Sacarakis  shrugged. 

She  does  know  it’s  getting 
touchier.  The  biggest  controver¬ 
sy  she’s  encountered  this  year 
was  about  whether  to  advertise  a 
student  film  series  with  a  tame 
still  from  the  movie  “The  Un¬ 
touchables"  or  a  more  erotic  still 
from  “The  Big  Easy." 

The  students  who  work  with 
Sacarakis  chose  the  tame  still. 

“We  don’t  want  to  deal  with 
those  problems"  said  Leslie  Ar¬ 
cher  of  the  University  of 
Califomia-Davis’s  Ski  Club, 
which  used  to  raise  money  by 
showing  “Misty  Beethoven." 

These  days,  Archer  added,  the 
club  would  screen  “fairly  new 
releases,  not  controversial 
films." 

Heller  of  New  Yorker  Films 
also  thought  fear  of  controversy 
—  especially  at  “small,  religious 


or  southern  schools"  —  was 
keeping  sex  movies  off  campus 
film  series,  though  she  believes 
videotapes  are  the  biggest  reason. 

“They’re  not  making  those 
movies  on  film  any  more,"  she 
said.  “They’re  making  them  on 
videotape,  and  they  go  straight  to 
the  video  store." 

Arizona  State’s  Mung  agrees. 
“Students  are  still  interested,  but 
they  can  get  X-rated  videos." 

Lou  Ross  of  the  National 
Association  for  Campus  Ac¬ 
tivities,  which  helps  book  live  — 
and  distinctly  clothed  —  enter¬ 
tainment  at  schools  around  the 
country,  also  attributes  the  porn 
shortage  to  a  “video  backlash." 

“Students,"  added  Don  Haley, 
a  publicist  for  several  Los 
Angeles  X-rated  movie  theaters, 
“don’t  have  to  go  to  a  theater  or 
a  campus  showing.  They  go 
straight  to  the  video  store." 

Videos,  shown  at  home,  also 
relieve  students  of  the  embarass- 
ment  of  being  seen  at  the  more 
public  porn  showings  at  campus 
film  series. 

“We’d  lose  about  half  the  au¬ 
dience  in  20  minutes,"  Ross 
recalls  of  his  days  of  sponsoring 
dirty  movies  at  Tulane  Universi¬ 


ty.  “They  were  unhappy  or  em- 
barassed  at  being  there,  but 
they’d  fulfilled  their  desire  to  see 
what  this  kind  of  movie  was 
about." 

With  so  much  porn  in  video 
stores,  Munk  added,  “there’s  no 
big  mystery  about  these  things 
now." 

With  the  mystery  gone  and  the 
titillation  readily  available  in 
video  stores,  the  controversy  has 
been  harder  to  generate. 

Yet  some  film  sponsors  com¬ 
plain  they  need  the  controversy  to 
attract  campus  audiences. 

“Another  frat  showed  a  double 
feature  of  porn  films  recently," 
said  Rick  Pighini,  president  of  the 
Northern  Illinois  University  Tau 
Kappa  Epsilon  chapter,  which 
sponsored  a  “Deep  Throat" 
screening  last  September.  “There 
was  no  protest,  so  they  didn’t  get 
a  large  a  crowd  as  we  got  with 
protesters." 

Gordon  Schell,  Tulane’s  new 
film  advisor,  said  the  most  con¬ 
troversy  he’s  faced  was  last 
spring,  when  his  group  announc¬ 
ed  it  was  showing  “The  Rocky 
Horror  Picture  Show’’  instead  of 
a  porn  movie,  thus  provoking  a 
spate  of  protest  calls  to  his  office.

If  you’ve  ever  been  on  the 
Lowell  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department’s  mill  tour  then 
you’ll  be  familiar  with  the  work¬ 
ing  conditions  in  “Bertha  the 
Sewing  Machine  Girl,’’  now  in 
its  world  premiere  at  the  Mer¬ 
rimack  Repertory  Theatre 
through  May  15.  But  instead  of 
Lowell’s  crowded  textile  mills 
this  musical  comedy  takes  its  set¬ 
ting  from  the  similar  sweatshops 
of  turn-of-the-century  New  York 
City,  where  greed  and  exploita¬ 
tion  are  the  standard  means  of  en¬ 
suring  a  profit. 

Bertha  is  a  doe-eyed,  trusting 
soul  whose  sewing  machine  whirs 
14  hours  day  to  provide  for  her 


poor  ‘ale-ing’  father.  At  work  she 
not  only  copes  with  the  deman¬ 
ding  pace  of  production  but  also 
endures  the  advances  of  her  boss 
and  the  corruption  of  her  sister 
workers,  one  of  whom  sets  her  up 
for  a  crime  which  establishes  the 
action  for  the  rest  of  the  play.

Yet  from  this  fabric  director 
Harrer  has  sewn  not  so  much  a 
woe-is-me  tale  as  a  comic  lesson 
in  perseverance  and  good  attitude 
management.  What  makes  this 
play  so  much  fun  is  Bertha’s 
unflinching  wholesomeness  in  the 
face  of  all  her  trials.  Who  else 
could  take  up  residence  in  a 


bordello  and  not  realize  it?  Ber¬ 
tha’s  approach  to  life  is  strictly 
based  on  trust  and  innocence,  yet 
as  played  by  Abra  Bigham,  she 
avoids  seeming  puritanical.  In¬ 
stead  her  blithe  ignorance  of  the 
duplicity  around  her  is  affecting. 
She  plays  her  part  right  to  the 
hilt — and  it  works. 

In  fact  all  of  the  characters 
could  have  been  cut  from  a 
Dudley  DoRight  episode,  which 
perfectly  suits  the  high-spirited 
tempo  and  tongue-in-cheek  style 
of  this  production.  Rounded  out 
by  lively  and  amusing  musical 
numbers,  ‘Bertha’  is  worth 
threading  your  way  through 
downtown  Lowell  to  see.

Mahaleris  shines  in  ‘Six  Characters’ 

Six  Characters  in  Search  of  an  Author.  Written  by  Luigi  Pirandello.  Directed  by  Gardner  Tdlson.  Produced 
by  the  U.  Lowell  Players.

‘Six  Characters’  is  a  play 
within  a  play  within  a  play.  The 
U. Lowell  Players’  production 
opens  with  the  cast  preparing  to 
rehearse  a  play,  when  they  are  in¬ 
terrupted  by  the  inexplicable  con¬ 
cept  of  six  disenfranchised 
characters  who  were  created  by 
an  author  but  then  never  used  in 
a  play.  They  must  convince  the 
director  of  the  play  in  progress  to 
let  their  story  be  told  instead. 
Eventually  he  does  so,  and  it  is 
a  tale  of  human  failings  that  ends 
in  death  and  suicide.  The  six 
characters  with  their  grim  tale  are 
in  a  kind  of  Hell,  fated  to  play  out 
their  story,  while  the  regular  ac¬ 
tors  either  relegate  themselves  to 
the  sidelines,  become  bored,  or 
try  adapting  the  character’s  ex¬ 
istence  into  a  stilted  theatrical 
performance.  All  the  while,  the 
director  tries  to  contain  and  con¬ 
trol  the  whole  scenario  even  as  he 
gropes  comically  to  understand  it. 
(Oh,  yes,  I  nearly  forgot  to  men¬ 
tion  that  this  is  also  a  comedy.) 

And  comedy  is  a  style  that  the 
Players  understand  extremely 
well,  as  this  latest  production 
once  again  confirms.  From  the 


egotistical  posturings  of  the 
various  actors  to  the  virtuoso 
hamming  of  John  Forgione,  the 
troupe  has  put  together  a  cast 
where  even  the  more  minor  parts 
were  played  with  subtle  fine 
touches  that  helped  make  this  a 
good  production.  But  mixed  with 
the  humor  and  horror  are  many 
ambiguous  questions.  Which  is 
more  real— the  characters  seeking 
to  tell  their  story  or  the  conven¬ 
tionalized  version  of  their 
troubles  that  the  director  wants  to 
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make  of  it?  Can  an  actor  ever  tru¬ 
ly  approximate  real  life? 

These  hair-splitting  philosoph¬ 
ical  questions  emerge  as  the  play 
unfolds— although  the  character’s 
tragedy  is  so  twisted  it  is  difficult 
to  follow  if  you  aren’t  already 
familiar  with  it.  As  spokesman 
for  the  characters,  master  thes- 
pian  Chris  Connell  put  in  a  con¬ 
vincing  performance,  struggling 
with  the  director  as  well  as  the 
complicity  of  his  character.  In  a 
dialogue-heavy  piece  such  as  this 
it  was  fortunate  to  have  the 
Players’  top  gun  in  that  pivotal 


role.  His  placement  alongside  the 
director,  played  to  perfection  by 
Mark  Murphy  with  his  Colonel 
Klink  delivery  and  Truman 
Capote  make-up  job  ensured  that 
this  was  an  engaging  play. 

It  was  good  to  see  the  addition 
of  bright  new  talent  to  the  stage 
in  the  persons  of  Faith  Henry, 
Richard  Peck,  Susan  Kampouras, 
and  Dan  ‘The  Crittur  Man’ 
Foley,  whose  character  defined 
the  look  of  the  1920*s  setting.  For 
the  numerous  veterans  it  was 
business  as  usual  once  again  with 
Greg  Menafo,  Katherine  Con¬ 
nery,  Stephanie  Burke,  Peter  An¬ 
ton,  and  Kim  Pizzano  all  turning 
in  well-rehearsed  and  confident 
performances. 

Particularly  gratifying  was  the 
emergence  of  an  untapped  store 
of  dramatic  energy,  i.e.,  Charles 
‘Six  Lines  in  Search  of  a 
Character*  Mahaleris.  Justifiably 
the  next  Ernest  Borgnine,  his  ex¬ 
pressiveness,  comportment  and 
mastery  of  non-verbal  com¬ 
munication  captured  the  essence 
of  his  part  in  a  manner  almost  too 
real  to  be  believed,  making  him 
my  uncontested  pick  for  Miller 
Lite  ‘Player’  of  the  Week.

It  was  such  a  highly  in¬ 
formative  class  that  even  after 
three  years  in  the  United  States 
Army,  I  learned  a  great  deal. 

Training  aids  were  greatly  us¬ 
ed  throughout  the  class.  I  was 
able  to  don  full  protective  gear  to 
rie  extent  of  the  M-17  protective 
z^ask  and  MOPP  Suit  (Mission 
Oriented  Protective  Posture) 
designed  to  filter  out  the  various 


chemical  and  biological  agents 
such  as  blood,  blister,  nerve,  and 
choke  used  in  today’s  combat  en¬ 
vironment.  The  suit  is  con¬ 
structed  of  nylon  with  a  charcoal 
liner  to  act  as  a  filter  and  is  ef¬ 
fective  in  six  hours  of  constant 
exposure  to  these  conditions.  The 
mask  was  worn  and  fitted  as  well. 
This  piece  of  equipment  can  be 
considered  the  most  vital  item  a 
fighting  man  (woman)  can  have 
in  these  circumstances,  after  all, 
one  can’t  breathe  clean  air  from 
an  M-16  service  rifle.  Both  mask 
and  suit  tend  to  be  warm,  for¬ 
tunately,  the  instruction  was  in  a 


classroom  environment.  If  a  com¬ 
bat  situation  was  at  hand,  body 
temperature  and  sweat  output 
would  be  greatly  increased. 

Though  more  people  could 
have  attended  Sgt.  Durand’s 
class,  those  that  were  present 
received  some  highly  informative 
training.  If  there  are  any  ques¬ 
tions,  please  feel  free  to  contact 
the  brothers  of  Squadron  N-12  as 
to  find  out  what  they  learned  and 
I’m  sure  the  response  given  will 
be  a  highly  impressionable  one.

One  for  the  Road

Perhaps  this  spring  semester  has  not  been  the  most 
exciting  one  for  ULowell-just  look  at  yearbooks  from  the 
early  seventies  for  comparison-  but  there  were  enough 
noteworthy  events  to  make  it  worth  remembering. 

Many  of  these  events  were  visits  by  noteworthy  peo¬ 
ple:  Watergate  Special  Prosecutor  Archibald  Cox; 
members  of  local  Indian  tribes  holding  their  annual 
powwow;  playwright  Jack  Neary;  Governor  and  Presiden¬ 
tial  hopeful  Michael  Dukakis. 

We  also  saw  the  first  state  tuition  increase  proposal  in 
three  years,  a  proposal  that  could  double  tuition  in  five 
years.  The  Chiefs  won  the  NCAA  Division  II  Basketball 
Championship,  and  SGA  elections  enjoyed  a  voter  tur¬ 
nout  of  nearly  1000.  Racial  tensions  are  on  the  rise,  subtly 
here  and  more  blatantly  on  other  campuses.  A  Supreme 
Court  ruling  in  January  declared  that  high  school  papers 
are  not  protected  by  the  First  Amendment-  a  ruling  some 
fear  will  make  it  easier  to  impose  the  same  restrictions 
on  college  papers. 

Typically,  the  Connector  received  more  response  over 
an  occasional  careless  personal  or  comic  than  all  of  the 
above  combined. 

To  those  readers  who  are  leaving,  I  hope  you  have 
found  the  Connector  a  useful  and  enjoyable  news  source; 
if  you  didn’t,  and  you  never  said  anything  to  us  about  it,, 
why  not? 

To  everyone  who  is  returning,  look  out  for  these  predic¬ 
tions  in  the  fall:  trendwatchers  say  that  it  will  soon  be  cool 
to  be  considerate  of  others;  involvement  and  open- 
mindedness  will  be  the  watchwords  in  the  years  to  come. 
Bush  and  Dukakis  will  be  running  neck  and  neck,  or  at 
least  at  a  brisk  trot,  and  perhaps  we  will  learn  what  is 
meant  by  Jesse’s  “presence”.

Linda  dabs  Estee 
Lauder  mositurizer,  Clinique 
foundation  and  Mary  Kay  make¬ 
up.  Linda  uses  Dry  Idea 
Deodorant.  Don  sprays  Dry  Look 
/on  his  hair.  Linda  sprays  her  hair 
with  White  Rain  and  then  applies 
Ma>oeilme  lipstick. 

Down  the  road  at  the 
alboratories  of  these  companies, 
a  dog  cringes  in  pain  after  being 
administered  lethal  quantities  of 
shampoo.  In  a  nearby  room  a 
caged  rabbit  lies  in  pain  induced 
stupor  with  aftershave  eating 
away  at  its  bared,  raw  skin,  is  the 
pain  these  animals  feel  necessary? 

We  consumers  have  been  fed 
an  industry-perpetuated  myth.  It’s 
a  myth  that  testing  on  animals  is 
a  necessary  evil.  Testing  on 
animals  is  not  necessary,  but  it  is 
evil.  The  Food,  Drug,  and 
Cosmetic  Act  of  1958  stipulates 
that  it  does  not  require  cosmetics 
and  personal  care  products  to  be 
tested  on  animals.  All  that  it  re¬ 
quires  is  that  the  ingredients  of 
each  product  be  substantiated  for 
safety  prior  to  marketing. 

There  are  two  general 
categories  of  product  testing:  ir¬ 
ritancy  and  toxicity.  The  irritan¬ 
cy  of  substances  can  allegedly  be 
tested  by  the  Draize  eye  test  and 
the  Draize  skin  irritancy  test.  In 
the  Draize  eye  test  substances 
such  as  shampoo  are  placed  in  the 
eyes  of  rabbits  or  monkeys.  The 
animal  may  be  kept  from  wiping 
its  eyes  by  having  its  head  lock¬ 
ed  in  a  stock  or  secured  through 
an  opening  in  a  cage.  The  eyes 


are  checked  for  sysmptoms  such 
as  bloody  discharge,  redness  and 
swelling.  No  consideration  is 
given  to  the  pain  the  animal  must 
endure,  nor  prevention  of  injury  , 
nor  treatment  of  the  injury  after 
the  test  has  ended. 

Toxicity  tests  include  acute, 
subacute,  and  chronic  sub- 
categories.  The  duration  of  the 
tests  varies  from  two  weeks  for 
acute  tests,  such  as  the  Lethal 
Dose  50*  test  (LD-50  test),  to 
several  years  for  the  chronic  tests. 
Toxic  substances  may  be  applied 
directly  to  the  skin  (usually  to  the 
j»km  of  connoeu  raoous>  or  io roe 
fed  to  dogs,  rats  and  monkeys  or 
forced  into  the  air  passages  of 
monkeys  and  rats  in  inhalation 
chambers.  The  animals  are  forc¬ 
ed  to  inhale  substances  such  as 
hairspray  and  deodorant  in  ex¬ 
treme  concentrations.  The  results 
of  these  torture  tests  are  not  valid 
for  humans  annd  therefore  cannot 
truthfully  be  applied  to  humans. 

Tests  for  consumer  product 
safety  which  do  not  employ 
animals  exist  but  the  tests  are  not 
being  performed.  Why?  Evidence 
shows  that  the  cosmetic  manufac¬ 
turers  do  not  test  procudts  for 
safety.  They  test  products  instead 
to  protect  themselves  from  con¬ 
sumer  liability  claims.  Should 
there  be  a  lawsuit  by  an  injured 
consume wr,  the  manufacturer 
points  to  animal  testing  as 
evidence  of  its  concern  for  safe¬ 
ty  even  though  they  know  that  the 
animal  test  results  are  invalid  for 
humans.  Testing  on  animals  has 
little  to  do  with  consumer  saFE- 
TY.  Congress  is  beginning  to 
recognize  this  fact  that  is  why  the 
Consumer  Products  Safe  Testing 
Act  (House  of  Representatives 
Bill  1635)  has  been  proposed  in 
Congress. 

alternatives  to  animal  tests  do 
exist.  Tests  such  as  the  CAM  test 


which  uses  a  chicken  egg  mem¬ 
brane  (it  has  no  nervious  system) 
can  be  used  instead  of  the  rabbit’s 
eye.  The  Medical  College  of 
Pennsylvania  uses  human  cell 
cultures  to  simulate  cell  injury 
caused  by  toxic  chemicals 
iinstead  of  dogs,  monkeys  or  rats. 
Computer  modeling  of  a  variety 
of  animal  Draize  and  Toxicity 
tests  also  exist. 

Speak  up  for  those  who  cannot 
speak  up  for  themselves.  Protect 
them;  protect  yourself.  You  can 
stop  the  pain!  ULowell  Animal 
Rights  Group,  c/o  Steve  Box  #75.

Seven  semesters  have  been 
completed  with  the  Student 
Escort  Service  in  operation.  The 
main  purpose  of  this  group  is  to 
ensure  that  you  arrive  at  your  in¬ 
tended  destination  (on  or  off  cam¬ 
pus)  safely.  Currently  there  are 
28  escorts,  4  supervisors  and  2 
co-directors  who  are  all  students. 
This  organization  is  student  run 
and  supervised.  It  has  also  serv¬ 
ed  as  a  model  for  other  schools. 

This  service  is  the  “pet  pro¬ 
ject”  of  James  Rowe,  Chief  of 
University  Police.  With  the 
cooperation  of  Chief  Rowe,  the 
Administration  and  Trustees  this 
program  has  been  made  into 
something  the  students  and  the 
University  can  show  great  pride 
in. 

Under  the  umbrella  of  Univer¬ 
sity  Police  these  student  also  act 
as  there  eyes  and  ears  when  they 
are  on  duty.  The  escorts  carry 
radios  which  puts  them  in  cons¬ 
tant  contact  with  University 
Police  Dispatch  and  all  officers. 
The  escorts  can  act  as  a  pool  of 


workers  to  aid  the  police  if  so 
needed.  They  can  help  in  crowd 
control,  general  security  patrols 
and  helping  students  until  the 
University  Police  can  arrive.  In 
some  specific  in  1986  escorts 
assisted  the  Lowell  Police  with  a 
vehicle  that  had  been  broken  in¬ 
to,  assisted  University  Police  in 
the  arrest  of  a  person  for 
tresspassing,  assisted  a  motorist 
at  Universty  Ave  and  Riverside 
St.  by  giving  a  jump  start, 


assisted  a  student  in  changing  a 
flat  tire  in  the  Fox  parking  lot  and 
assisted  an  ambulance  crew  to 
remove  an  injured  girl  from  Fox 
Hall. 

To  get  an  escort  you  can  go  to 
the  lobby  areas  in  Concordia 
Hall,  Eames  Hall  or  in  Fox.  You 
can  approach  any  University 
Police  Officer  and  request  one, 
call  452-5000  ext.

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Athletes  ‘vanned’  out  this  week

Through  the  incompetence  of 
the  facilities  department,  many 
athletic  teams  were  delayed  and 
one  event  cancelled  this  past 
week.  On  Wednesday,  April  27, 
the  van  carrying  two  athletes  and 
a  coach,  to  Philidephia,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  had  a  sudden  loss  of 
power.

Due  to  some 
error,  AAA  would  not  assist  the 
disabled  van;  Leo  Mello,  head  of 
facilities,  was  awaken  from  his 
home,  picked  up  a  school  van, 
and  retrieved  the  other  members 
of  the  team.  This  was  not  the  on¬ 
ly  incident  for  the  softball  team. 
On  their  way  to  a  double  header 
against  NY  Tech,  one  of  the  vans’ 
radiator  exploded.  Twenty-two 
women  and  coaches  piled  into  the 
other  van  and  travelled  the  addi¬ 
tional  hour  to  their  destination. 
They  were  forced  to  borrow  a  van 
from  CW  Post  (a  school  with  a 
reliable  facilities  department)  to 
make  the  trek  back  home.  The 
broken  van  was  left  on  the 
highways  of  New  York. 


And  for  the  grand  finale,  the 
track  team  was  forced  to  cancel 
their  trip  to  Brown  University  due 
to  faulty  steering  in  the  vehicle. 
The  van,  hilariously,  never  even 
made  it  out  of  the  parking  lot.

Four  incidents  in  one  week  in¬ 
dicates  a  deep-rooted  problem 
with  the  maintenance  of  the  vans 
here  at  the  University.  Although 
we  have  made  light  of  this  situa¬ 
tion,  grave  dangers  exist  with 
people  stranded  on  highways  with 
help  hours  away.

‘Stand  on  those  legs,’  erupted 
coach  Jim  Polcari  as  he  ran  along 
the  river  bank  during  the 
women’s  lightweight  four  race. 
Lowell  was  behind  to  the  1000m 
mark  of  the  2000m  race  and 
poured  on  the  power  to  walk  past 
Williams  and  finish  the  race  with 
open  water  at  a  time  of  7 :05 .  The
